hopefull Plantations begun in Virginia: and to 
examine the truth, and ſafety of both, to re- 
deeme our ſelues and ſo Noble an action, 
from the imputations and aſpertions , with 
which ignorant rumor, virulent enuy, or impi- 
ous ſubtilty, daily callumniateth our induſ- 
tries, and the ſucceſſe of it: wherein we doubc 
not, not only to ſatisſie etiery modeſt and wel- 
affected heart of this Kingdomeʒ but to excite 
and kindle the affections of the Incredulous, 
and lazyzand to coole and aſſwage the curio- 
ſity of the iealous, and ſuſpitious;& to temper 
and conuince, the malignity of the falſe, and 
treacherous. The Ro and Maine Ends 
(out of which are eaſily deriued to any meane 
vnderſtanding infinit leſſe, & yet great ones) 
weare firſt to preach, & baptize into Chriſtian 
Religion, and b r of the Oofpet to 
recouer out of the armes ofthe Diuell,a num- 
ber of poore and miſerable ſoules, wrapt vpp- 
vnto death, in almoſt ;wninceable ignorance to

endeauout the fuifilling, and accompliſnment 
of the number ofthe elect, which ſhall be ga- 
thered from out all corners of the earth; and 
to add our myte to the treaſury of Heauen, 
that as we pray for the comming of theking- 
dome ofplory, ſo to expreſſo in our actions, 
the ſame deſire, if God haue pleaſed, to vie ſo 
weak inſtruments, to the ripening & conſum- 
mation thereof. Secondly , to pre uide and 
build vp for the publike Hoxoxy and ſafety of 
our grations King and his Eſtates (by the fauors 
of our Superiots cuen in that care) ſome ſmall 
Rampier of our o ne, in chis opportune and 
zenerall Summer of peace, by tranſ-planting 
the ranckneſſe and multitude of increaſe in 
our people of which there i: left no vent, but 


age; and euident danger that the number 


and infiniteneſſe of them, will out- grow 
the matter, whereon to worke for their 
life, and ſuſtentation, and ſhall one infeſt and 

become a burthen to another. | 
But by this prouiſion they may bee ſea- 
tedasa Bulwarke of defence , in a place of 
aduantage, againſt a ſtranger enemy, who 
ſhall in great proportion grow ritch in 
treaſure , which was exhauſted to a lowe 
eſtate ; and may well indure an increaſe of 
his people. long waſted with a continuall 
A4 warre 
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The parpeſe andend 
warre, and diſperſed vſes and loſſes of them: 
Both which cannot chooſe but threaten vs, 
if wee conſider, and compare the ends, ambi- 
tions and practiſet, of our neighbour Coun- 
tries, with our owne. pen: 

Leftly, the apparance und aſſurance of Pri- 
nate commodity to the particular vndertakers, 
by recouering and poſſeſſing to them - ſelue: a 
fruitfull land, from whence — may furniſh 
and prouide this Kingdome, with all ſuch (a) 
neceſſities, & deſects vnder which we labour, 
and are now enforced to buy, and receiue at 
the curteſie of other Princes, vnder the bur- 
then of great Cuſtomes, and heauy impoſiti- 
ons, and at ſo high rates in traſique, by reaſon 
of the great waſte of them from whence they 
are now deriued, which threatens almoſt an 
impoiſibilty long to recouer them, or at leaſt 
ſuch loſſe in exchange, as both the kingdoms 
and Merchant, will be weary of the deeteneſſe 
and perrill. Theſe being the true; and eſſen- 


tiall ends of this Plantation, and correſpon - 


ding to out firſt rule, of Religious , Noble, and 


 Feaſeable , two of which are not queſtioned, 
the third eaſie, and demonſtrable in the ſe- 


cond limme, when wee ſhall examine the cau · 
ſes of ſome diſaſter and diſtemper in the 
wayes vnto them: Theſe beeing admitted =

dy; after Conſultation and aduiſe of all the 
inconueniences in theſe three ſupplies, and 
finding them to ariſe out of two rootes, the 
forme of Gonernment, and length and danger of 
the paſſage, by the Southerly courſe of the 
Indyes : To encounter the firſt, wee did reſolue 


and obteine, to renew our Leiters Pattents,

and to proeure to our ſelues, ſuch ample and 
large priuiledges and powers, by which wee 
were at liberty to refotme and correct thoſe 
Already diſcouered, and to preuent ſuch as 
in tho future might thteaten vs; and ſo, to 
fett and furniſh out vnder the Conduct of 
one able and abſolute Governor, a large ſup- 
ly of fiue hundred men, with ſome number 
of families, of Wife, Children, and Seruants, 
to take faſt holde and roote in that land, and 
this reſolution was with much alacritie and 
confidence. And to meete the /erond Incon- 
nenience, wee did alfo prepare to ſett out, one 
ſmall ſhipp, for diſcouer̃y of a ſnorter way, 
and to make tryall of the Fiſhing within our 
Bay, and Rluer. = 99 
EHiadberto, vntil the ſending of this Au ſali 
for experience, and Fleete for ſetling the G- 
wernment , appeares no diſtaſte, nor Jeſpaires 
for euery ſupply in ſome reſpect, was grea- - 
tet then other, and that in preparation grea- 
ter then them all in euery reſpect, and muſt 
in reaſon hold Anologie and proportion-with 
our _— and hopes at the diſ-inbo- 
ging of it.

So that what · ſo · euer wound or Palſie this

out of the ſucceſſe of theſe two: which wee 
will now examine apart with all equitye and 
cleereneſſe, and waigh, whicher there bee any 
ſuch reaſon, to from the proſecution 
thereof, in rectiſied iudgemerit; or to fall ſo 
lowe in our reſolutions, and opinions of it, as 
rumor and ignorance dath pretend wee doe, 
or haue cauſe to doe. 

For the Ds/conerie , Captaine Argoll recei- 
ued our Commiſſion vnder our Seale, with 
inſtruction (to auoide all danger of quarrell 
with the Subiects of the King of Same) not 
to touch vpon any of his Dominions actu- 
ally poſſeſſed, or rightly entituled vnto, and 
to ſhape his courſe free from the roade of 
Pyrotts, that hang vpon all ſtreights and 
Skirts of lands; and to attempt a direct and 
cleare paſſage, by leauing the Canaries to 
the Eaſt, and from thence , to runne in a 
ſtreight Weſterne Courſe , or ſome point 
neere there-vnto . And ſo to make an ex · 
perience of the Windes and Currents 
which haue affrightcd all vnder-rakers by the 
North. By which diſcouery, there would 

rowe to vs much ſecuritie , and eaſe, 
and all occaſion of offence remooued, and 
wee ſhould husband and ſaue a moyetie of 
the charge in victuall and freight , which

mouth the ſiſt a Gate and ſhaping his

bee ing in the longitude of the Barmudos hee 
ſound the winde a little ſcant vppon him, yet

or mending of ſome what in his ſhip, torne or 


loft in this tempeſt, wee doubt not, but by the 


mercy of God hee is ſaſe, with the Pinnace 
which attended him, and ſhall both, or are by 
tbis time arriued at our Colony. | 

Not long after theſe, another of our ſmall 
Pinnaces, yet alſo vaaccounted for, recoue- 
red the Riuer alone; and now ſeauen of our 
Fleete beeing in, they landed in health neere 
faure huadred perſons ; who beeing put a 
ſhore without their Governor , or any order 
from 


gore —-—- —ͤ —-— 
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from him, (all the Commiſſioners and prin- 
pall perſons beeing aboord him,) no man 
would acknowledge a ſuperior : nor could 
from this headleſſe and vnbrideled multitude, 
bee any thing expected, but diforder and ry- 
ott, nor any councell preuent, or fore-ſee,the 
ſucceſſe of theſe wayes. 
' Now if wee compare the diſaſters of this 
ſupply, with the w ends, it will appeare 
they haue weakened none of them, but that 
they ſtill remaine ſafe and feaſable, ſor any 
thing ariſeth in obiection out of them. For 
that theſe accidents and concingencies , were 
euer to bee expeacd, and a reſolution was to 
bee put on at firſt, armed againſt the probabi- 
lity of them. Who can auoid the hand of God, 
or diſpute with him ? Is hee fitt to vnder · tale 
any great action, whoſe courage is ſha- 
ken and diſſolued with. one ſtorme > Who 
knows, V hither be that diſpoſed of our hearts 
to ſo good beginnings, bee now pleaſed to 
trye our conſtancie and perſeuerance, and to 
diſcerne betweene the ends of our deſires, 
whither Preity or Conetouſneſſe carryed vs 
ſwifter? For if the fir## were the principall 
ſcepe, hence ariteth nothing to infirme 
or make that impoſſible: But as it falleth out 


in buſineſſe of greateſt conſequence, ſome-

time the nobleſt ends, vpon which wee are 
moſt intenſe, are furtheſt remooued from the 
firſt ſtepps made vnto them, and muſt by leſ- 
ſer and meaner bee approched; ſo Plantation 
of religion bee ing the maine and checfe pur - 
poſe, admitts many things of leſſe and ſecon- 
wy conſequence of neceſſity to bee done 

fore it? for an error or miſcarriage in one 
of which, to deſiſt or ſtaggar, were to betray 
our priacipall end cowardly and faintly , and 
to drawe vpon our ſelues iuſt ſcorne and re- 
prehenſion. | 

Whither we ſhall diſcourſe out of reaſon, 
or example; the euery action hath Proporti- 
onall difficulties , to the greatneſſe thereof, 
ſuch as muſt neceſſarily bee admitted from 
the firſt conception, and ſuch as euen in the 
paſſage , digniſie both the actors and the 
worke , if with prudence they fore-ſee all 
the hazards, and with Patience and Conſtan- 
cie, meete and encounter them. It muſt ey- 
ther bee confeſſed, that it was folly from the 
Origen and firit ſtepp, not to haue beene pre- 
par'd for ſuch as theſe ; or that it is none 
now, not to quitt it, for them, but the grca- 
teſt of all to ſay, who would haue expected 
" this ? If wee caſt our eye vpon the Spaxiſh 
Canque ſt of the Inayes, how aboundant their

heart, they will — and become ſmoake 
and ayre, and not only keep vpright:, but raiſe 
our Giric and affeQions , and reconcile our 
reaſons to our deſires. 

It any obiect the difficulty of keepin 
that wee ſhall poſſeſſeʒ if this diſcourſe coul 
admit a diſputation of it, it ſhould eaſilye 
appeare , that our confidence againſt = 
enemy, is built vppon ſolid and ſubſtanti 
reaſon : And to giue ſome taſte thereof; 
Our enemies muſt bee eyther the Natiues, or 
Strangers; Againſt the firſt the war would be 
as eaſie as the argument. For the ſecond; a 
few men may diſpute the poſſeſſion of any 
place wherin they are fortified, where the ene- 
my is ſo much a ſtranger , as that hee muſt 
diſcouer and fight at once: vpon al diſ· aduan- 
ug of Streights, Foords, and Woodszand 
where hee can neuer march with horſe, nor 
with ordinance without them; nor can abide 
to ſtay many months, when all his re!ecfe 
muſt bee had from his ſhipps, which cannot 
long ſupply a number competent to beſiege:
